U.S. birthrate 


drops to lowest 


level in history 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
n atio n ’s birth rate fell dramati­ 
cally this y ear to o n e o f the 
lo west lev els in histo ry , a p re­ 
limin ary estimate by the Cen ­ 
su s Bu reau sho ws. 


Po p u latio n ex p erts are p u z­ 
zled by the sharp declin e sin ce 
an in crease in the birth rate 
had been ex p ected in 1971. 
Whatev er the cau se, they are 
ho p efu l it rep resen ts mo re than 
ju st a sho rt-term p hen o men o n . 
Acco rdin g to the estimate, 


the rate dro p p ed to 17.3 births 
p er tho u san d p eo p le, a dramat­ 
ic dip o v er the 18.3 births p er 
tho u san d reco rded in 1970. The 
rate is based o n an estimated 
3,5 9 1,000 births this y ear. 
Altho u gh fin al figu res wo n ’t 
be in u n til Febru ary o r March, 
Cen su s o fficials are n o w almo st 
certain their p relimin ary esti­ 
mates will be bo rn e o u t in the 
fin al co u n t sin ce the birth fig­ 
u res fo r Jan u ary thro u gh Octo ­ 
ber are k n o wn to be well belo w 
last y ear’s rate. 


No t sin ce the y ears o f the 
Dep ressio n du rin g the 1930s has 
the birth rate been so lo w. Bu t 
the 1971 estimated rate, ev en 
with a declin e, still imp lies co n ­ 
tin u ed gro wth o f the U.S. p o p u ­ 
latio n . 


Cen su s o fficials are cau tio u s 
abo u t try in g to in terp ret what 
the 1971 declin e mean s, lest 
they be cau ght by a su dden u p ­ 
su rge in 1972. An in crease had 
been an ticip ated becau se o f the 
relativ ely large n u mber o f 


wo men o f p rime child-bearin g 
age. 
Bu t they su sp ect it mean s 
that either wo men hav e decided 
to hav e smaller families o r 
hav e p o stp o n ed p lan s fo r mo re 
children fo r v ario u s reaso n s, 
su ch as the state o f the n atio n al 
eco n o my an d fears o f su ch 
thin gs as in flatio n an d u n em­ 
p lo y men t. 


Po p u latio n ex p ets are relu c­ 
tan t becau se the birth rate fig­ 
u res are still p relimin ary an d 


the detailed break do wn s n eeded 
to mak e an aly sis are n o t y et 
av ailable. 
“I do n ’t k n o w why ,” said Dr. 
Mu rray Gen dell, directo r o f 
Geo rgeto wn Un iv ersity ’s Cen ter 
fo r Po p u latio n Research. ‘‘It’s 
a real p u zzle. We n eed mu ch 
mo re detailed in fo rmatio n . ” 
He n o ted that the birth rate 
began declin in g in 1958 an d did 
so steadily thro u gh 1968. Then 
it p ick ed u p to 17.8 p er tho u ­ 
san d in 1969 an d reached 18.3 
last y ear.

The U.S. Co mman d said o n e 
Air Fo rce F4 Phan to m was lo st 
Su n day an d its two crewmen 
are listed as missin g. It said 
two Nav y p lan es fro m carriers 
in the To n k in gu lf, an F4 an d 


an A6, wen t do wn to day , an d 
o n ly o n e crewman o f the A6 
was rescu ed.

“The decisio n will be ap ­ 
p ealed immediately ,” Ogilv ie 
said abo u t the ru lin g Wedn es­ 
day by Circu it Co u rt Ju dge 
Dan iel Co v elli that the law is 
u n co n stitu tio n al becau se it dis­ 
crimin ates again st u rban p o o r 
in gen eral an d black s in p ar­ 
ticu lar. 
Co v elli o rdered the imme­ 
diate draftin g o f an in ju n ctio n 
that wo u ld p ro hibit the p lan 
fro m startin g, say in g it co n ­ 
tain ed “discrimin atio n o f the 
ran k est k in d, imp o ssible fo r 
this co u rt to ratio n alize, ju s­ 
tify o r su stain .” 


Ho wev er, atto rn ey s fo r the 
state said they wo u ld file fo r a 
stay o f the in ju n ctio n u n til the 
Illin o is Su p reme Co u rt, o r p o s­ 
sibly the U.S. Su p reme Co u rt, 
ru les o n the matter.

“Perso n s with iden tical in ­ 
ju ries an d req u irin g iden tical 
medical treatmen t,” he stated, 
“co u ld receiv e widely disp arate 
amo u n ts o f co mp en satio n fo r 
their gen eral damages, dep en d­ 
in g o n p u rely fo rtu ito u s facto rs 
su ch as where the in ju ry o c­ 
cu rred, which ho sp ital was 
u sed, what do cto r was em­ 
p lo y ed an d the wealth o r p o v er­ 
ty o f the v ictim. 


Co v elli described as ev en 
mo re discrimin ato ry the sectio n

termin atio n to remain clo se in ­ 
tern atio n al frien ds. 
With o n e ex cep tio n the p re­ 
dictio n s giv en n ewsmen by 
p residen tial aides that the talk s 
Tu esday an d Wedn esday wo u ld 
n o t p ro du ce an y dramatic de­ 
v elo p men ts came tru e. 
The ex cep tio n was Nix o n ’s 
an n o u n cemen t as the sessio n 
en ded Wedn esday that fo rmer 
Secretary o f the Treasu ry Da­ 
v id M. Ken n edy had been n o mi­ 
n ated the n ew U.S. ambassado r 
to the No rth Atlan tic Treaty 
Organ izatio n . 
With the German at his side 
o n the lawn o f the Flo rida 
White Ho u se gro u n ds, Nix o n 
to ld rep o rters: 
“Ambassado r 
Ken n edy ’s 
p resen ce in Bru ssels as fo rmer 
secretary o f the Treasu ry , cu r­ 
ren t Cabin et member, an d the 
Presiden t’s p erso n al en v o y rep ­ 
resen ts an u n p receden ted lev el 
o f stan din g U.S. rep resen tatio n 
in Eu ro p e emp hasizin g the p ri- 


o rity which the admin istratio n 
attaches to materially stren gth­ 
en in g U.S.-Eu ro p ean eco n o mic, 
p o litical an d military rela­ 
tio n s.” 


Ken n edy , 66, will co n tin u e as 
an ambassado r at large, the 
gen erally u n defin ed p o st he has 
held sin ce he resign ed his 
Treasu ry p o sitio n ju st o v er a 
y ear ago . 
There had been n o p erman en t 
U.S. ambassado r to NATO 
sin ce Ap ril when Ro bert El­ 
lswo rth resign ed. 
In man y resp ects what the 
Presiden t had to say abo u t the 
Ken n edy 
ap p o in tmen t 
sy m­ 
bo lized all asp ects o f the 
Bran dt co n feren ce. 


The main stress, as ex p lain ed 
by o fficials o f bo th go v ern ­ 
men ts, was o n the imp o rtan ce

Imp o rted champ agn e was 
p len tifu l—sto ck s were laid in 
befo re the 10 p er cen t su r­ 
charge was imp o sed temp o rar­ 
ily an d befo re the do ck strik e 


o n the East Co ast. Prices were 
ho ldin g fairly steady bu t there 
are warn in gs that after the 
ho liday s there will be in ­ 
creases. 
Do mestic champ agn e, 
the 
bu lk o f which is p ro du ced in 
Califo rn ia, also was in go o d 
su p p ly . A sp o k esman fo r the 
Califo rn ia win e gro wers said 
there had been o n ly slight p rice 
in creases sin ce last y ear, the

tiv ely ben t o n dev elo p in g its p o wer 
by en co u ragin g regio n al wars. Fo r 
agreemen ts can n o t be en fo rced if 
there is n o t the will to abide by the 
written wo rds an d the sp irit o f what­ 
ev er is sign ed. 
A few mo n ths ago there had been 
high ho p es here. The Ru ssian atti­ 
tu de in the SALT talks was to u gh bu t 
realistic. Mo sco w seemed to be 
mo v in g to reaso n able gro u n d o n 
Berlin an d to ward a deten te with 
West Eu ro p e. So v iet leaders ap p ar­ 
en tly were takin g a mo re mo derate 
p o sitio n in the Middle East.

What bo thers the White Ho u se 
an d State Dep artmen t is n o t that 
Mo sco w has p o litically backed o n e 
side— In dia. That kin d o f p artisan 
stan d is easily u n dersto o d. 
It’s rather that the So v iet Un io n 
co n sisten tly refu sed to do an y thin g 
to p rev en t the war du rin g the eight 
mo n ths that fo llo wed the March 25 
Pakistan military actio n in East 
Ben gal. 
The Un ited States in its mo n ths o f 
n ego tiatin g with Pakistan an d In dia 
kep t the So v iet Un io n in fo rmed. U.S. 
o fficials all bu t p leaded with the 
Ru ssian s to do so methin g— an y ­ 
thin g— to help settle the East Pak­ 
istan p ro blem p eacefu lly in a way 
that wo u ld meet In dia’s do mestic 
n eeds an d n o t destro y the Pakistan i. 
Barrin g su ch So v iet actio n , Wash­ 
in gto n ho p ed Mo sco w wo u ld ex er­ 
cise so me restrain t o n New Delhi to 
stav e o ff o p en war in o rder to giv e 
n ego tiatio n s a chan ce. 
The Ru ssian s tu rn ed a co ld sho u l­ 
der to all attemp ts to in v o lv e them in 
a p eace effo rt. 
There is a stro n g belief here that 
Mo sco w was ben t o n en co u ragin g 
military actio n as p art o f its o wn 
p ro gram fo r su rro u n din g main lan d 
Chin a. It is difficu lt fo r o fficials here 
to fo rget the So v iet ro le in sp arkin g 
the Arab-Israeli war. No w it’s In dia- 
Pakistan . An d what n ex t? 
While there is n o p lan here to giv e 
u p o r to can cel o u t o n the SALT 
treaty ho p es, there is less co n fiden ce 
n o w that there will be a deten te o f 
the ty p e that this admin istratio n 
dreamed o f a few mo n ths back. 
Ha rs h c urbs 
The men who dev elo p ed Presi­ 
den t Nix o n ’s eco n o mic strategy be­ 
liev e Phase II will wo rk o n ly if they 
ho ld do wn p rices mo re firmly than 
wages. 
On ly in this way , they thin k, can 
labo r fin ally be in du ced to ho ld back 
o n in flatio n ary wage deman ds after 
u n io n s get what they believ e they 
mu st hav e to “catch u p ” with p ast 
in flatio n . This relax atio n in labo r’s 
deman ds, they ’re certain , is the key 
to Phase II su ccess. 
On ly with the harshest ho lddo wn 
o n p rices, these men are co n v in ced, 
will co n su mers be willin g to take 
their do llars o u t o f sav in gs an d bu y 
with su fficien t v igo r to get the eco n ­ 
o my mo v in g briskly . 
The strategists hav e a seco n d o b­ 
jectiv e. They in ten d to p u t su ch an 
in to lerable sq u eeze o n p ro fits p er 
item that p ro du cers will lo o k fo r a 
lo o p ho le. On e has been co n v en ien tly 
p ro v ided. A co mp an y ’s to tal p ro fits 
can go u p . They can go u p greatly , 
desp ite the sq u eeze o n p ro fits p er 
item, if a firm raises sales su ffi­ 
cien tly . That p u ts the heav iest kin d 
o f p ressu re o n co mp an ies to sell 
mo re. 
Sharp ly in creased sales, it sho u ld 
be n o ted, are a seco n d essen tial fo r 
Phase II su ccess. On ly thu s can u n ­ 
emp lo y men t be cu t to to lerable lev ­ 
els an d the Gro ss Natio n al Pro du ct 
bo o sted en o u gh to brin g in su fficien t 
tax es to ev en co me n ear to balan c­ 
in g the bu dget. 


Un less the bu dget can be bal­ 
an ced, the eco n o mists believ e, there 
can be n o en d to in flatio n . 
As is well kn o wn , Mr. Nix o n n o w 
has sweeten ed the “in crease the 
sales” ro u te by dev lu atio n o f the do l­ 
lar, aimed at makin g fo reign go o ds 
mo re co stly here an d U.S. go o ds 
cheap er o v erseas. 
Thu s the p lan aims at co rrectin g 
so me lo n g-term cau ses o f o u r eco ­ 
n o mic difficu lties. 
Fo r the lo n g ru n , therefo re, the 
p lan n ers wan t the big man u fac­ 
tu rers to fin d the seco n d lo o p ho le in 
the ho ld-do wn o n p ro fits. That is, 
there is n o restrictio n o n p ro fits at 
all, ev en o n p ro fits p er item, if p rices 
are n o t raised, o r in mo st cases if a 
bran d-n ew p ro du ct is dev elo p ed. 
To reach this hap p y state, man u ­ 
factu rers mu st slash o v erhead 
sharp ly an d ex p an d their research 
o r their u tilizatio n o f already -ex ist­ 
in g research. Fo r u n less this n a­ 
tio n ’s majo r p ro du cers can co me u p 
with a co n tin u in g p ro gram fo r im­ 
p ro v in g p ro du cts, dev elo p in g n ew 
p ro du cts an d redu cin g co sts at a 
mo re rap id p ace, in flatio n can n o t be 
bro u ght p erman en tly u n der co n tro l 
an d dev alu atio n will hav e been in 
v ain . 
In this o bjectiv e, Mr. Nix o n 
p laces great ho p es in a n ew White 
Ho u se o ffice o f techn ical ap p lica­ 
tio n s aimed at sp eedin g the ap p lica­ 
tio n o f n ew research.

WASHINGTON (KFS)— Tho se 
rep o rts o f the death o f the Co n stitu ­ 
tio n al Amen dmen t to p ermit v o lu n ­ 
tary p ray ers in p u blic scho o ls are 
p rematu re. 
The p ro p o sal is still aliv e in the 
Sen ate, ev en tho u gh the Ho u se re­ 
jected a similar measu re in No v em­ 
ber. Sen . Ho ward Baker, R.,-Ten n ., 
has p ro mised a p arliamen tary ma­ 
n eu v er to assu re that the amen d­ 
men t reaches the Sen ate flo o r later 
this win ter. An d Cap ito l Hill ex p erts 
p redict it may well p ass. 
This will be the fo u rth time Co n ­ 
gress has tried to o v ertu rn the 1963 
Su p reme Co u rt ban o n p ray ers o f 
an y den o min atio n in p u blic scho o ls. 
The issu e refu ses to die, desp ite 
rep eated legislativ e setbacks, be­ 
cau se it is bo th p o litically an d sp irit­ 
u ally an in ten sely p o ten t o n e. At 
least two Demo cratic Sen ato rs— 
Ralp h Yarbo ro u gh, o f Tex as, an d 
Albert Go re, o f Ten n essee—were de­ 
feated last y ear in p art becau se they 
v o ted again st an u n su ccessfu l at­ 


temp t to resto re p ray ers three y ears 
ago . 
Resto rin g p ray er was a fav o rite 
p ro ject o f the late Sen ate Min o rity 
Leader Ev erett Dirksen , an d Sen . 
Baker, who is Dirksen ’s so n -in -law, 
has p ledged to co n tin u e the effo rt. 
The Sen ato r n o w p lan s to attach a 
p ray er rider to the Eq u al Rights 
Amen dmen t, ex p ected to co me u p in 
Febru ary o r March. 
Sen . Baker tried a similar tactic 
in 1970, to o . A p ray er rider was add­ 
ed by a v o te o f 50-20 to an amen d­ 
men t giv in g wo men eq u al rights, bu t 
it was mean in gless becau se ev ery ­ 
o n e felt certain the main amen d­ 
men t wo u ld be defeated, as it was. 
This time the Eq u al Rights 
Amen dmen t has a better chan ce o f 
p assage, becau se o f p ressu re fro m a 
wide v ariety o f wo men ’s gro u p s— 
an d so do es the p ray er rider that 
may go with it. 
The Natio n al Co u n cil o f Catho lic 
Bisho p s an d the hierarchy o f n early 
ev ery Pro testan t chu rch o fficially 
o p p o sed the p ray er amen dmen t in 
the Ho use sev eral weeks ago . They

On Dec. 29, 1925, Ben ito Mu sso ­ 
lin i, 42, in tro du ced his dictato rship 
laws an d realized his dream o f be­ 
co min g Italy ’s abso lu te ru ler. 
Precedin g Hitler’s chan cello r­ 
ship in German y by 11 y ears, Mu sso ­ 
lin i had in tro du ced a sty le. Ern est 
Hemin gway said it sho u ld hav e in ­ 
stan tly to ld the wo rld mu ch abo u t 
him. “He wo re shite sp ats with a 
black shirt,” wro te Hemin gway , 
“an d there is so methin g wro n g with 
a man who wears white sp ats with a 
black shirt. The wo rld sho u ld hav e 
been warn ed at o n ce.” 
Mu sso lin i was bo rn in to the fam­ 
ily o f an imp o v erished blacksmith at 
Predap p io n in n o rthern Italy , an d 
the ro ad to Dec. 29 had been lo n g an d 
hard. Begin n in g at the age o f 17, his 
ro ad ran acro ss a p o litical career o f 
25 y ears an d sev en y ears as Fas­ 
cism’s leader— the Du ce. 
At first fu tu re dictato r Mu sso lin i, 
Italy ’s 6 0th p remier, seemed to hav e 
been abso rbed in to Italy ’s co n stitu ­ 
tio n al sy stem. Bu t he was a man o f 
p ro mise who so o n bro ke the p ro m­ 
ise. Abo u t the o n ly go o d thin g I ev er 
heard him say , an d this was early , 
was: “Giv e me the bad n ews, the 
go o d n ews can wait.” 
Ultimately , this arro gan t man 
was say in g “mo bilize!” An d he 
mau led with sledge-hammer grace 
an y brin ger o f n ews that was bad o r 
he sho wered y o u with the icy disdain 
o f an u n tip p ed headwaiter. 
Mu sso lin i had it made if he had 
ju st stay ed o u t o f the Eu ro p ean war, 
which is what Hitler— an d certain ly 
the Italian p eo p le— wan ted him to 
do . Bu t Mu sso lin i, listen in g to sy co ­ 
p han ts, misread the su ccess o f his 
co n q u est o f Ethio p ia. He regarded 
this as a harbin ger o f what he might 
do in No rth Africa an d Eu ro p e. 
He began by stabbin g a p ro strate 
Fran ce in the back with n o mo re 
co n cern fo r defeat than Agamemn o n 
p u ttin g the kn ife to Ip higen ia. Then 
Mu sso lin i ship p ed his fav o rite white 
ho rse by p lan e to No rth Africa as 
p rep aratio n fo r his en try as co n ­ 
q u ero r in to Alex an dria. He n ev er 
en tered Alex an dria, lo st No rth Af­ 
rica an d barely man aged to get the 
ho rse back aliv e. 
His 1939 “Pact o f Steel” with Hit­ 
ler allied two u n eq u al an d alien p eo ­ 
p les. Mo reo v er, when I in terv iewed 
Herman n Go erin g at the mo men t o f 
Go erin g’s su rren der, Go erin g to ld 
me Mu sso lin i ev en started wro n g by 


mistaken ly v isu alizin g himself an d 
Hitler each co mman din g his o wn 
sp here o f in flu en ce n o t o n ly in the 
fightin g bu t in the Eu ro p e Mu sso lin i 
ex p ected them to carv e u p between 
them. “Hitler, in stead, saw bo th 
Mu sso lin i an d Italy as a German 
satellite,” said Go erin g. 
German y ’s No . 2 leader also to ld 
me that, ap p aren tly n o t fu lly real­ 
ized to this day , as early as the Ax is 
defeat at El AJamein (Oct. 23, 1941) 
Mu sso lin i decided he had cho sen the 
wro n g side. He said that the fright­ 
en ed Italian dictato r discu ssed with 
him “the p rep o stero u s idea that the 
Ax is make p eace with Ru ssia an d 
tu rn its co mbin ed stren gth again st 
the An glo -American s headin g fo r It­ 
aly .” He fu rther stated that “Mu sso ­ 
lin i fin ally p ro p o sed this to Hitler 
himself at a co n feren ce Mu sso lin i 
called at Klesheim fo r that p u r­ 
p o se.” 
Refu sin g Mu sso lin i’s ap p eal, bu t 
warn ed by it, Go erin g to ld me that 
immediately thereafter Hitler’s p o l­ 
icy was to make Italy a German - 
o ccu p ied co u n try . 
Ho wev er, ev iden ced to the en d in 
Hitler’s amazin g rescu e o f Mu sso lin i 
fro m Italian army co n fin emen t in 
the mo u n tain stro n gho ld o f the co n ­ 
v erted Ho tel del Gran Sasso by Cap t. 
Otto Skerzen y ’s co mman do p ara­ 
tro o p ers (“Du ce, the Fu ehrer has 
sen t me to set y o u free” ), Hitler was 
alway s mo re lo y al to Mu sso lin i than 
Mu sso lin i was to him. 
When the Italian p artisan s recap ­ 
tu red Mu sso lin i, n o w 6 2, n ear the v il­ 
lage o f Do n go o n Lake Co mo they 
hau led him fro m a German armo red 
car disgu ised in a German Lu ftwaffe 
sergean t’s greatco at an d helmet. 
An d when their Walter Au disio , alias 
Co lo n el Valerio , killed him in the 
n earby Villa Belmo n te he did so 
again st all U.S.-British Army Co m­ 
man d o rders. 
Au disio , who wen t o n to serv e as 
a Co mmu n ist dep u ty in the Italian 
p arliamen t, fired two bu rsts, n in e 
sho ts, fro m the weap o n which has 
go n e do wn in Co mmu n ist histo ry — a 
lo n g-barreled Fren ch machin e-p is- 
to l, serial No . F. 20830, bearin g a tri­ 
co lo r ribbo n — an d then had Mu sso ­ 
lin i han ged by the heels o n the p o r­ 
tico o f a fillin g statio n in Milan ’s 
Piazzale Lo reto . 
His co u rse o f Dec. 29 , 1925, had 
ru n o u t.

They 
p o in ted o u t that n atio n al o p in io n 
p o lls sho w mo re than 85 p er cen t o f 
the p u blic fav o rs ado p tio n o f the 
amen dmen t.

Choic e for Ve e p

The Rip o n So ciety , a Rep u blican 
sp lin ter gro u p with liberal-left lean ­ 
in gs, is deep ly co n cern ed. It is afraid 
that Richard Nix o n will cho o se 
Treasu ry Secretary Jo hn Co n n ally 
as his ru n n in g mate in 1972, thereby 
lo sin g the electio n . In the cu rren t is­ 
su e o f the Rip o n Fo ru m (p aid circu ­ 
latio n , 2,324), it p redicts that a Nix - 
Co n n ally ticket wo u ld carry the 
So u th an d the Bo rder states fo r 147 
electo ral v o tes—an d little else. 
This so licitu de fo r Presiden t Nix ­ 
o n may seem to u chin g, bu t it brin gs 
n o so bs fro m regu lar Rep u blican s. 
They kn o w that the Rip o n So ciety 
fo u ght the n o min atio n o f Mr. Nix o n 
an d gav e him the mo st half-hearted 
su p p o rt du rin g the camp aign . It has 
co zied u p to the Admin istratio n fo r 
o bv io u s reaso n s, bu t there is n o 
o v erwhelmin g lo v e in its heart fo r a 
Presiden t who o ccasio n ally lets his 
in n er co n serv atism sho w. 
The Rip o n So ciety ’s co n cern o v er 
the man who will ru n with Mr. Nix o n 
in 1972, ho wev er, is shared by man y 
Rep u blican s—tho u gh fo r differin g 
reaso n s. Amo n g man y , there is 
stro n g p artisan ship fo r Vice Presi­ 
den t Sp iro Agn ew—p erhap s the 
mo st misrep resen ted man to ho ld 
that o ffice sin ce Richard Nix o n was 
there. Like Mr. Nix o n , Sp iro Agn ew 
has dev elo p ed a co n stitu en cy o f his 
o wn which jealo u sly gu ards his p re­ 
ro gativ es. If Agn ew is du mp ed, they 
warn , Mr. Nix o n can n o t .co u n t o n 
their v o tes. 
This wo u ld mean so methin g u n ­ 
der differen t circu mstan ces. In 1956, 
when the liberals in the GOP mo u n t­ 
ed their “du mp Nix o n ” camp aign , 
they were dealin g with a man who 
was ready to fight. Bu t Sp iro Agn ew 
has already let it be kn o wn that he 
will step do wn do cilely if the Presi­ 
den t do es n o t wan t him. His su p p o rt­ 
ers, therefo re, can n o t make v ery 
big wav es at this defeat. 
Bu t what abo u t Secretary Co n ­ 
n ally ? Whatev er he may say p u blic­ 
ly to the co n trary , he wo u ld like the 
Vice Presiden tial n o min atio n . 
He is a man o f tremen do u s ambi­ 
tio n an d ev en greater driv e. He rec­ 
o gn izes, mo reo v er, that he has a 
co n siderable n atio n al p o ten tial 
amo n g bo th Rep u blican s an d Demo ­ 
crats. An d his ace in the ho le is the 
backin g he will get fro m his p o litical 
frien d, Ly n do n Jo hn so n . In the East, 
this may n o t seem like v ery mu ch. 
Bu t an y man en terin g the p o litical 
lists with Tex as in his p o cket is n o t 


ex actly bereft o f reso u rces. 
Bu t sp ecu latio n o n what the Pres­ 
iden t in ten ds to do is a waste o f time 
an d effo rt. Fo r o n e thin g, Mr. Nix o n 
is p lay in g it v ery clo se to the v est. 
He p u t Jo hn Co n n ally in an ex p o sed 
sp o t fo r v ery so u n d reaso n s: It gav e 
him mu scle with man y So u thern 
Demo crats, an d, mo re imp o rtan t, it 
p u t a Demo cratic label o n a series o f 
eco n o mic mo v es which mu st su c­ 
ceed if the Presiden t is to serv e a 
seco n d term. 
To date, Co n n ally has do n e mu ch 
fo r the admin istratio n . He has 
drawn fire that wo u ld n o rmally hav e 
been aimed at the White Ho u se. An d 
the Nix o n eco n o mic p o licies fo r 
which he has fro n ted seem to be do ­ 
in g well. On the o ther han d, Vice 
Presiden t Agn ew has his tro n g an d 
dedi ated fo llo win g. The Presiden t 
mu st weigh o n e again st the o ther in 
makin g a decisio n . 
Bu t tho se who thin k ihat he has 
already made u p his min d do n o t 
kn o w Mr. Nix o n v ery well. He has 
n ev er been o n e to call the tu rn hasti­ 
ly , o r befo re it mu st tru ly be called. 
At the p resen t time, he has n o t giv en 
the q u estio n the kin d o f in tro sp ectiv e 
ex amin atio n which is his mo du s o p e 
ran di.

Older 
people with bron ch itis, em­ 
ph y sema or asth ma especially 
n eed to be cautious of die cold 
air.

ommen ds buildin g up th e 
body ’s resistan ce to in fection 
by daily eatin g moderately 
meals th at are good, en joy ­ 
able. 
We discussed th is matter 
with th ree n ation aly kn own 
n utrition ists, each th e director 
of a un iv ersity departmen t of 
n utrition . Here is a summary of 
th eir pecific adv ice: 
A good diet must in clude 
adequate amoun ts of meat 
(beef, pork, lamb, etc.), fish , 
poultry an d ch eese. Th ese are 
all good protein foods. 
In addition , a good diet will 
in clude a liberal amoun t of

fruits an d v egetables (don ’t 
forget th e potatoes), breakfast 
cereals, bread an d rolls, 
macaron i products, corn bread 
an d rice for essen tial en ergy . 


Eat good an d ample meals 
regularly to build up resistan ce 
again st win ter win ds an d 
storms. But don ’t eat too much . 
Av oid stuffin g at mealtime. 
Ex cess calories mean s ex cess 
body fat, wh ich is a form of 
maln utrition . 


Don ’t allow too much time to 
elapse between meals.

Watchdog on auto 
repairs is proposed 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Car 
owners need a watchdog to pro­ 
tect them from high-priced in­ 
competence in the auto dealer’s 
repair shop, presidential ad­ 
viser Virginia H. Knauer said 
today. 
Mrs. Knauer, President Nix­ 
on’s adviser on consumer af­ 
fairs, proposed creation of an 
objective review board to in­ 
spect and grade dealer service. 
“ Too many consumers have 
found out that ‘the lowest price 
in town’ can be a bad bargain,’’ 
Mrs. Knauer said in letters to 
auto 
and 
consumer 
organ­ 
izations soliciting their support 
for her idea. “ Too many con­ 


sumers have paid for unneces­ 
sary repairs. 
“ And too many consumers 
have had repairs made with un­ 
satisfactory results. I am sure 
you w ill agree with me that 
these experiences, on the part 
of many Americans, are intol­ 
erable.” 
Mrs. Knauer said she first 
proposed creation of the review 
board in letters Oct. 1 to major 
domestic auto makers and to 
the National Automobile Deal­ 
ers Association. 
In replies Mrs. Knauer made 
public, General Motors, Ford, 
Chrysler and American Motors 
asserted that their own watch­ 


dog plans to some extent al­ 
ready provide the monitoring 
Mrs. Knauer wants. 


The NADA endorsed some 
features of the proposal, and 
Ford and American Motors in­ 
dicated willingness to explore 
the idea further. 


Mrs. Knauer now has asked 
the Transportation Department, 
the Center for Auto Safety, the 
American Automobile Associ­ 
ation, Consumers Union, the 
Consumer Federation of Amer­ 
ica and individual dealers for 
suggestions to implement her 
idea.

Higher education 
cutbacks blasted 


CHAMPAIGN, 111. (A P) - 
The chancellor of the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois said today that 
1973 operational cutbacks pro­ 
posed by the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education “would have 
a devastating impact on our in­ 
structional and research pro­ 
grams.” 
Chancellor James W. Pelt- 
ason, in a statement, referred 
to recommendations Tuesday 
by Dr. James B. Holderman, 
executive director of the IBH E, 
calling for cutbacks in adminis­ 
trative and educational areas. 
Holderman said the proposed 
budget for state colleges in 1973 
is $587.3 million with $571.3 m il­ 
lion funded by the state and tui­ 
tion increases and $16 million 
provided by federal funds. The 
current budget in $534.7 million. 
He said a $36.6 million in­ 
crease in state funds is the 
smallest recommended 
in 
years. 
“The 
Urbana-Champaign 
campus already has been hurt 
this year by a $2.1 million cut 
in its operating budget,” Pelt- 
ason said in referring to the 
university’s share of the pro­ 
posed allocations. 
“To effect Holderman’s cur­ 
rent recommendation would re­ 
quire the dismissal of literally 
hundreds of additional Urbana- 
Champaign 
employes 
and 
would have an immediate and 
devastating impact on our in- 


structional and research pro­ 
grams which would affect thou­ 
sands of students. 
“ It also is obvious that a re­ 
duction of this magnitude would 
be felt in the economy of the 
local community as well.” 
Peltason said the IBH E has 
defined 
administrative 
ex­ 
penditures affected in the pro­ 
posed cutbacks as the operation 
of the library and purchase of 
its volumes, police officers and 
security costs, affirmative ac­ 
tion programs to increase mi­ 
nority and female employment, 
agricultural extension and pub­ 
lic services, departmental sup­ 
plies, laboratory equipment, 
janitors, clerical and organized 
workers, fuel and power costs. 
Peltason said the IB H E’s rec­ 
ommendation to reduce the 
state of Illinois’ fraction of doc­ 
torates to its fraction of the na­ 
tional population “ is akin to re­ 
quiring that the state’s econo­ 
my realign itself to the produc­ 
tion of only 5 per cent of the 
nation’s agricultural output, 5 
per cent of the industrial out­ 
put, etc.”

Marshall Harlan, a Supreme 
Co urt justice who repeatedly 
o ppo sed use o f the legal sy stem 
as the machinery fo r so cial re­ 
fo rm, is dead o f cancer at age 
7 2. 
His death in a Washingto n 
ho spital Wednesday pro mpted 
President Nix o n to call Harlan 
“ o ne o f the 20th century ’s gi­ 
ants o n the Supreme Co urt.” 


Harlan retired Sept. 23 after 
18 y ears o n the co urt. Mo re 
than a mo nth earlier, he had 
been ho spitalized fo r what was 
first described as a backache 
then later ackno wledged to be 
bo ne cancer. 
William H. Rehnquist, a fo r­ 
mer assistant atto rney general 
and a stro ng co nserv ativ e also , 
will replace Harlan o n the high 
co urt J an. 7 . 


At Harlan’s bedside when he 
died in Geo rge Washingto n Uni­ 
v ersity Ho spital were J ustice

Stewart;

13, to o k the 
telev isio n picture o n Dec. 17 
just so uth o f the planet’s equa­ 
to r. It was relay ed fro m an al­ 
titude o f 4 ,000 miles. 
The picture sho ws a series o f 
parallel ridges jutting fro m a 
slo wly subsiding dust sto rm. 
The ridges appear to stretch 
hundreds o f miles acro ss Mars 
at abo ut 3% miles abo v e the 
planet’s mean elev atio n. They 
appear to be bro ken by v alley s 
1 % miles wide. 
Dr. Haro ld Masursky o f the 
U.S. Geo lo gical Serv ice, head 
o f a pho to interpretatio n team 
o n the Mariner 9 pro ject, said 
the faulted nature o f the pho to ­ 
graphed area indicates relativ e­ 
ly recent v o lcanic activ ity . 
Pho to interpreters said they 
hav e seen no thing to indicate

Dooley out as Bears' boss 
Prep cage results 


CHICAGO (AP) — An o ut­ 
sider may co ach the Chicag o 
Bears fo r the first time in the 
half-century histo ry o f the club, 
with which o wner Geo rg e Halas 
helped fo und the Natio nal Fo o t­ 
ball Leag ue. 
Halas y esterday fired Jim 
Do lley , 4 1 , his hand-picked suc­ 
cesso r, after the Bears co l­ 
lapsed badly to wards the finish 
o f Do o ley ’s fo urth seaso n this 
y ear. 
Halas perso nally anno unced 
the dismissal o f Do o ley , who 
had a 20-3 6 o v erall reco rd, clo s­ 
ing this y ear with 6-8 after lo s­ 
ing the last fiv e g ames. 
“ The reco rd speaks fo r it­ 
self,” was Halas’ ex planatio n. 
Halas, 7 6, insisted the jo b has 
been thro wn wide o pen, with a 
new co ach likely to be selected 
fro m his staff o r fro m the pro ­ 
fessio nal o r co lleg iate ranks. 


That o pened a full-tilt g uess­ 
ing g ame, with Ara Parseg hian 
o f No tre Dame and Abe Gibro n 
and Bill Austin fro m the Bear 
staff immediately being seen as 
likely replacements. 
Halas said he’d like to name 
the new co ach at the latest sev ­ 
eral weeks befo re the NFL 
play er draft Feb. 1, adding : 
“ He will hav e a free hand to 
name his assistants.” 
The Bear play er reactio n was 
in sy mpathy with Do o ley , with 
Gale Say ers co mmenting : 
“ I hate to see him g o . I 
tho ug ht he was a fine co ach.” 
“ Strang e as it may seem,” 
said Halas, who y ielded the 
co aching reins to Do o ley in 
1968 , “ we do n’t hav e any wo rk­ 
ing list o f candidates y et.” 
Halas said he to ld Do o ley o f 
his dismissal in a “ v ery emo ­ 
tio nal” 90-minute co nference 


y esterday mo rning . 
If Halas decides to bring in a 
man fro m o utside the Bear o r­ 
g anizatio n, it will be the first 
such mo v e since Papa Bear un­ 
v eiled the fo rmer Decatur Sta­ 
ley s as a Chicag o NFL entry in 
1920. 
Halas was head co ach, busi­ 
ness manag er and publicity 
man decade after decade, with 
a few ex ceptio ns during which 
he really still was co mmander- 
in-chief. 
Ralph Jo nes, a clo se Halas 
friend ran the Bears in 1931- 
1 932, mainly to install the then- 
wo ndro us T fo rmatio n, which 
ev entually stamped the Bears 
as Mo nsters o f the Midway . 
When Halas entered military 
serv ice in Wo rld War II, he 
desig nated Bear staff men 
Luke Jo hnso n and Hunk Ander­ 
so n as co co aches in 1 94 2-1 94 5. 


Then, as a reward fo r lo ng 
and faithful serv ice, Halas des­ 
ig nated the late Paddy Drisco ll 
co ach in 1 956-1 957 . 
Pro bably the co mplete break­ 
do wn o f the Bear o ffense, 
which pro duced o nly two to uch­ 
do wns during the club’s clo sing 
fiv e-g ame 
swo o n, 
trig g ered 
Do o ley ’s dismissal with o ne 
y ear left o n a fiv e-seaso n co n­ 
tract. 
Ho wev er, key play ers g ener­ 
ally co ntended Do o ley had to p 
co aching qualities. Quarterback 
Jack Co ncanno n asserted Do o ­ 
ley pro bably wo uld be a co ach­ 
ing success elsewhere, adding : 
“ Let’s face it; 
with the 
Bears, it’s a to ug h-place to 
wo rk if y o u do n’t hav e co m­ 
plete co ntro l.” 
Say ers, sidelined by an ailing 
k n ee the entire 197 1 seaso n, 
co mmented that in each o f Do o ­ 


ley ’s fo ur seaso ns, “ he nev er 
had a healthy team g o ing fo r 
him.” 


Tackle Geo rg e Seals—who 
like Co ncanno n is play ing o ut 
his o ptio n this seaso n—said 
that, as a y o ung man and a fo r­ 
mer play er (Bear receiv er), 
Do o ley understo o d the play ers 
and their pro blems.”

The battling Illin i won the 
Gator Bowl Basketball Tourna­ 
ment championship Wednesday 
night with a hard-earned 76-75 
decision over Florida ... leav­ 
ing M iller sprawled on the floor 
at the finish. 
M iller, named the tourna­ 
ment’s most valuable player 
and the game’s top scorer with 
31 points, was set up to take 
the final shot in hopes of pull­ 
ing 
out 
Florida’s 
seventh 
straight victory. 
As he fired the ball toward 
the hoop, he was slammed to 
the court by two Illinois play­ 
ers. And to add insult to in­ 
jury—M iller suffered a broken 
ring finger on his right hand 
during the fall—the officials 
ruled that he didn’t get the shot 
off before the final buzzer and 
he was not awarded any free 
throws. 
“ I knew I was fouled,’’ said 
M iller, “ but I have no way of 
knowing whether I got the shot 
off before the buzzer. There 
was so much noise I couldn’t 
hear it.” 
Neither Florida Coach Tom­ 
my Bartlett nor Illinois Coach 
Harve Schmidt would comment 
on the controversial play. 
While Florida was suffering 


its first setback, top-ranked, 
unbeaten UCLA rolled to its 
seventh blasting Texas 115-65 in 
the frst round of the Bruin 
Classic. It was the seventh 
game the Bruins have exceeded 
the 100-point mark. 
Ohio State, the nation’s No. 6 
team, also posted a first-round 
victory in the Bruin Classic, 
crushing Arizona 90-47 as Allan 
Hornyak led the way with 27 
points, 24 in the first half. 
Fourth-rated North Carolina, 
seeking its third championship 
in 10 days, beat St. Joseph’s, 
Pa. 93-77 in the opening round 
of the Sugar Bowl Tournament. 
The Tarheels, led by Dennis 
W uycik’s 21 points, face Brad­ 
ley tonight for the title. The 
Braves whipped Purdue 72-64 in 
the tourney’s opening game. 
North Carolina won the Big 
Four Tournament at Greens­ 
boro, N.C. and a tourney in 
Spain before playing in the Sug­ 
ar Bowl Classic. 
Seventh-ranked Indiana, with 
the help of John Ritter’s five 


free throws in the final two 
minutes, edged Old Dominion 
88-86 for the championship of 
the Old Dominion Classic. Joby 
Wright, named the tourney’s 
most valuable player, paced 
the Hoosiers with 24 points and 
Ritter had 23. 
Southern California took third 
place in the Kodak Classic, 
smothering Rochester 88-55 as 
Paul Westphal poured in 24 
points. 
Unbeaten St. Louis University 
won its own holiday tourney, 
overpowering Chicago Loyola 
87-62. It was the Billikens’ fifth 
victory of the season and their 
first tournament championship 
since the Kentucky Invitational 
in 1960.

State legislatures still awaiting census figures

WASHINGTON (AP) - It’s 
been nearly two years since the 
government counted you, your 
neighbor and the guy down the 
street. But chances are your 
legislature still doesn’t know 
how many live on your block. 


The census of April 1, 1970, 
was a one-day Snapshot of the 
country. The picture still is 
:being developed, and waiting 
Tor it are state and local gov­ 
ernments under the gun to 
reapportion. 


The material that’s sought is 
called “block data,” —literally 


a count of people who live on a 
given city block, arranged with 
neat little quick-glance maps. 
The Census Bureau is tabulat­ 
ing 1,5 00,000 such blocks, a 
staggering task even with com­ 
puters. 
Census data is a basic tool 
forredistricters. It provides the 
answer for the courts’ demand 
that every person be represent­ 
ed equally in city and county 
councils, in the state legislature 
and in the U.S. House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 
“People are paying attention 
to population data as never be­ 
fore,” said a key official at the 
Census Bureau. “When people 
did their redistricting after the 


1960 census, there was no rush 
because there were no legal 
mandates.” 
Then came 
the 
Supreme 
Court’s one-man, one-vote rul­ 
ings of the 60s and “anybody is 
able to take a state legislature 
into federal court,” he said. 
“People want to redistrict as 
fast as possible. A lot more 
people are knocking at our door 
and they want data earlier than 
the Census Bureau can give it 
to them.” 
On the day of the census, the 
bureau set 18 0,000 people to 
counting noses. Preliminary 
data was released in the fall of 
1970. By Febrary this year, 
each state had the figures for 


its part of the 25 0,000 “enume­ 
ration districts” the bureau 
tabulates. 
“The Master Enumeration 
District list was available,” the 
census official said. 
“Some 
states picked it up, some didn’t. 
But a lot of older politicians, 
particularly 
the 
ones 
that 
worked on redistricting in the 
60s, were used to using block 
data. And some states could not 
use the MED list because it av­ 
erages 8 00 people per district.” 
The 
bureau 
began 
dis­ 
tributing the block data last 
September and expects to have 
it all out by the end of January, 
depending on how fast the gov­ 
ernment printing office works. 


Boom in chewing tobacco

NEW YORK (AP) — South­ 
paw pitchers and those ol’ flop- 
py-hat characters in western 
movies aren’t the only devotees 
of chawin’ tobacco these days. 
1 In the old days smokeless to­ 
bacco was sold along with 
stogies and pipe tobacco in 
stores that often had a wooden 
.Indian out front as a trade 
sign. 
The wooden Indian has de­ 
parted to the happy hunting 
grounds of the antiques shop, 
but you still can find snuff or a 
chaw—sometimes in a vending 
machine down at the end of the 
plant cafeteria. 
; Prospects are looking up in 
the smokeless tobacco business 
because these products appeal 
to certain people, among them 


chemical plant workers, farm­ 
ers, lumberjacks and hunters. 
Based on figures for the first 
nine months of the year, the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
estim ates 
American 
con­ 
sumption of chewing tobacco 
and snuff in 1971 will be 98 mil­ 
lion pounds, an increase of 3 
per cent over 1970. 


The chomping kind accounts 
for 72 million pounds, an in­ 
crease of almost 6 per cent 
over 1970. 


The chewer has his choice of 
four types—loose leaf, plug, 
fine-cut, and twist—and loose 
leaf is gaining the most popu­ 
larity. Consumption in 1970 was 
39 million pounds and the esti­ 
mated rate for 1971 is 43 mil­ 
lion, the highest in a quarter 
century. 


The Smokeless Tobacco Coun­ 
cil Inc., reports that from about 
18 30 to 18 k) the most popular 
munching 
tobacco was 
the 
plug. First the maker soaked 
the tobacco in wild honey, then 
plugged it into holes that had 
been drilled in green hickory or 
maple logs, where it cured. 


Then came “scrap,” made of 
clippings from the outer wrapp­ 
ings of cigars. This was the 
forerunner of loose leaf. Today 
most loose leaf is made from 
cigar-type leaf crown in Penn­ 
sylvania and Wisconsin. It is 
available 
in 
two 
varieties, 
sweet and semi-sweet. 
Sniffing snuff never became 
popular in America, as it did in 
Europe. Inhalation was too 
snobbish and effete, some said. 
Dry snuff is used by placing 


a bit of the powder on the lid of 
the container and then lifting it 
to the crevice between the low­ 
er lip and gum. For moist snuff 
a wad is pinched between the 
thumb and index finger and 
stuffed between the cheek and 
the gum. 
Smokeless tobacco, says the 
council, is a favorite in occupa­ 
tions where a lighted match 
could be disastrous. Workers in 
chemical plants, mines, refi­ 
neries, and munitions plants 
play it safe. 


Some farmers and lumber­ 
jacks prefer the smokeless 
products because they don’t 
have to worry about setting the 
barn or the woods on fire. 
Hunters have an added rea­ 
son—a whiff of tobacco smoke 
could tip off their quarry.

“Dr. Crane, the men with 
trained hands are now in the 
saddle as regards earning pow­ 
er. 
“ Is it any wonder college stu- 


dents have lost much of their 
former motivation?” 
Luxurious America 
Do any of you readers think 
the laborers of Russia or Red 
China or even Cuba can com­ 
pare so favorably with college 
graduates? 
The bove figures for liberal 
arts graduates were based on 
2.000 hours of work per year. 
That’s a 40-hour week. 
So the liberal arts grads thus 
average about $8 ,000 per year. 
Similar annual earning for 
2.000 hours of unskilled labor, 
will net the laborer $14,240. 
The cement mason over the 
same annual period of 2,000 
hours would get $19,420 for his 
yearly “take” from our great 
“free enterprise” system. 
Maybe that helps explain why 
the “hard hats” (construction 
workers) are becoming more 
conservative in their political 
outlook. 
And also why college youth 
are so liberal they often 
espouse communistic slogans! 
Skilled craftsmen have wis­ 
dom in contrast to the theoreti­ 
cal (braintruster) education of 
the liberal arts graduates. 


And those skilled craftsmen 
are usually possessed of a high­ 
er I.Q. than many high school 
or college grads who are 
pushed along on the basis of 
chronological age, regardless 
of whether they can read or 
write ! 
And I’m not joking! 
For many high school diplo­ 
ma-holders are practically illit­ 
erate! 
They can’t even read the in­ 
structions on our trade and 
achievement tests for carpen­ 
ters, cement masons et al. 
There has been a widespread 
cry against the construction 
trades for not opening their 
membership more widely.

“About 18 ,000 
cities and towns and it seems 
like that many had complaints 
about the count. This slowed up 
the census by 4-5 months while 
we checked out complaints.” 
The bureau brought part of 


this problem on itself. 
“ In 1967 the bureau made a 
sample study, 
highly 
theo­ 
retical, and admitted to miss­ 
ing people for the first time in 
its history,” said the official. 
“It believed it missed five mil­ 
lion people in 1960. It caused 
every city, county and state to 
think that part of that miss was 
in their area and they watched 
this time.” 
Another factor, the official 
said, was that “a lot of states 
had impossible deadlines. Penn­ 
sylvania was in this bind. They 
had to have block data and 
they couldn’t redistrict last 
year. New York had to do the 
same thing. California, which is 


just as big, has done very well 
with the MED list. But Califor­ 
nia is angry about not getting 
data on Spanish-Americans. 
“Some legislatures have laws 
saying they must redistrict aft­ 
er release of census data. But 
the question is, what is census 
data?” 
The Census Bureau has six 
different counts. The first is a 
basic tabulation of people in 
large areas, such as counties. 
Next comes the enumeration 
districts, then the block data. 
Still to come is a further 
breakdown of detailed charac­ 
teristics such as farm income, 
ethnic groups, occupational lev­ 
els—the kind of information 


sought by sociologists. Then an­ 
other count by Zip Codes, the 
information 
that 
marketing 
people want. And finally de­ 
tailed characteristics for large 
urban centers, data needed by 
such government departments 
as Health-Education and Wel­ 
fare and Housing and Urban 
Development. “We dump ev­ 
erything in that one,” the Cen­ 
sus Bureau official said. 


Oklahoma making pitch 
for fruit farmers 
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OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) — If 
you are unemployed, but would 
like to earn your way and don’t 
mind working hard, the State of 
Oklahoma has a proposition for 
you. 
The state Office of Economic 
Opportunity is looking for 300 
families it plans to set up with 
10-acre fruit farms and min­ 
imum incomes of $7,000 a year. 
If the program is successful, 
several thousand more Okla­ 
homa families will receive the 
same deal within five years. 
Gov. David Hall stresses that 
the program requires hard 
physical 
labor 
and 
per­ 
severance. 
To acquire title to 10 acres in 
southeastern Oklahoma 
you 
have to clear the land of black 
jack and scrub oak. 


The OEO will provide free 
use of chain saws and other 
equipment for clearing, plus in­ 
structions on how to run the 
equipment. Then the OEO will 
help grade the land and provide 
vines and trees for an orchard. 
OEO officials say the orchards 
will produce at least $7,000 a 
year for each family in the pro­ 
gram. 
The state agency will provide 
instructions and assist in get­ 
ting the operation started. 
The OEO will offer tempora­ 
ry housing during the clearing 
and, later, will assist in obtain­ 
ing financing for a lo-cost, mod­ 
ern home on the farm site. 
To qualify, you must earn 
less than the federal poverty 
guideline, which ranges from 
$1.600 for a farm family of one 


to $5 ,600 for a nonfarm family 
of seven. You also must receive 
some type of subsistence in­ 
come, such as welfare assist­ 
ance, Social Security or a pri­ 
vate pension. 
The subsistence income is 
necessary because first-year in­ 
come from a berry crop will to­ 
tal only about $1,5 00 per family. 
In addition, the OEO will offer 
$200 per month for part-time 
work clearing land on adjoining 
property. 
In the third year a family 
can expect an income of $7,000 
or above with a fully producing 
orchard, officials estimate. 
OEO Director Rex Sparger 
has obtained 3,100 acres nine 
miles east of Stringtown to ac­ 
commodate approximately 310 
of the vineyards •
